Every now and then we Bee iu some 


newspaper the query, "Where is Pat- 
rick Henry buriodi"' and tourists in 
Richmond constantly ask to to shown 
his grave, with the mistaken idea that 
it is in that city, where much of his 
public career was passed

Required the title of "Tho Tongue of 
tho Kevolntion" lies in a quiet grave 
on the estate in Charlotte county where 
he formerly lived 
Over it is a marblo 


slab inscribed with one hue, "His fame 
his best epitaph " 


The estate lies on Staunton river, 38 


miles from the town of Lyncbburg, near 
the border line which separates Char- 
lotte and Campbell counties It derived 
its name of Rid Hill trorn the peculiar 
color of the soil in that vicinity When 
Patrick Henry bought the place, it com- 
prised abont I), 500 acres 
The land is 


rich—there was a saying in the neigh- 
borhood that poor land and Henry "<juld 
never 
bo mentioned 
together—corn 


grows there as high as a man on horse- 
back, there is a general air of smiling 
fields and abnudaut prosponty 
Its sit- 


uation m early times waa very remote 
Neighbors were few, one ot the nearest 
being the celebrated Jobu Randolph of 
Roauoko, whc lived in his chosen soli- 
tude 15 miles away.

A German Scientist Shows now This May

It is not geucnlly known that sealed 


letters may iu many cases bo read with 
ont openmg the envelopes or doing them 
the least injury It was disco\ erecl by a 
German physiologist by the uso of an 
embryoscope, or egg glass that the 
shells of eggs were ot -very unequal 
thickness. 


It occurred to him to make o^pen 


ments in order to ascertain how many 
leaves of ordinary letter or otiu lal p,i 
per Dust Lo laid abo^e and btlow a 
written leat in oulcrtoiuako it illegible 
to a highly sensitive eye in tho direct 
snnlight 
He found thtit after he bad 


rested his eye in a daik room tor 10 01 
15 minutes he cold read n piece ot writ 
ing over tho mirror of tho ombryoscope 
that had been covered with eight layers 
of paper 


He called in other observers to co'i 


firm this 
The letters, however, that 


could thus be deciphered were written 
in dark ink on one side of the paper 
only If four written sides were folded 
together, and especially if there had 
been crossing, it was haid to make out 
the drift of tho writing, and there are 
some kinds of writing which, when 
folded twice or thrice, admit too little 
light for tho purpose ot decipherment 


In this way possibly many of the per 


formancesof "clairvoyants' may boot 
plained 
By means of tho egg glass it 


is, as u rule, easier to make out the con 
tents of letter or telegram vvithout the 
slightest tampering with the o«nelope 
than it is to detect the movements cf 
the enibrv o in the egg 


Suppose the writer ot a billet the 


contents of whicb are Known only to 
himself, lets it out of his hand and loses 
sight of it for five minutes It may be 
readily carried either into the direct 
sunlight or into electric or magnesium 
light and be re id by tho aid of the egg 
glass

oring of it black is a means of defense 
at hand.
